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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To use a handset without awarding of a 
trnsmission side or a 

receiving side especially by providing a transmitting part 
and receiving part 

respectively at both the transmission side and the 
receiving side of the 
handset . 

CONSTITUTION: A receiving part 1 and a transmitting part 
3 are provided on 

one side of the handset, and also a transmitting part 2 and 
a receiving part 4 

are provided on the other side. Also, a switcher 5 detects 
the position 

relation between an A side and a B side in an upper or a 



lower directions, and 

performs a switching operation based upon a detected 
result. Thereby, for 

example, assuming that the A side is pressed on ear and is 
set as the receiving 

side, the A side is positioned at an upper position 
compared with the B side, 

and by the operation of the switcher 5, the receiving part 
1 at the A side, and 

the transmitting part 2 at the B side re connected to the 
line network of a 
telephone set. 
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
